Pi'ince  Otto  gave  a  very  vivid 
description  of  the  sentiment  of  tlu> 

Austrian  people  against  the  inva- 
•lion  which  brought  their  country 
into  the  present  war  against  their 
former  ally,  Germany.  He  pointed 
out  that  his  people  had  no  choice 
hut  surrender  when  Hiller's  sup¬ 
erior  forces  marched  in. 

Pirst  March  a  Bluff. 

The  fateful  Mumcli  conference 
was  reviewed,  and  cited  as  tlie 
real  beginning  of  the  conflict.  Hv 
quoted  the  drastic  statement  rnade 
by  Winston  Churchill  at  that  time, 
concerning  the  temporary  ap- 
lieasemenl  in  which  Neville  Cham¬ 
berlain  was  instrumental,  “They 
had  the  choice  between  dishonor 
and  war.  They  have  chosen  dis- 
lionor  and  we  will  get  the  war.” 

Everyone  knows  how  very  true 
that  was.  The  first  march  made 
by  tlie  German  army  was  des¬ 
cribed  as  Hiller's  greatest  bluff, 
since  during  that  march  his  sold¬ 
iers  carried  orders  to  retreat  im- 
mediatelj'  upon  meeting  any  re¬ 
sistance.  When  they  met  no  re¬ 
sistance  at  first,  a  run  of  offens¬ 
ives  was  launched  such  as  the 
world  has  never  seen. 

Tl  is  often  thought  In  Americi 
that  Hitler's  power  oyer  thi 
German  people  is  very  unsteady 
Tills  is  not  the  case,  according  to 
the  speaker.  The  Fuhrer's  great 
power  lies  in  what  he  has  done 
for  Germany,  their  chances  for 
vs'orld  domination,  and  also  some 
fear  of  punishment  for  disloyalty. 

To  leave  Germany  and  go  into 
England  or  unoccupied  Fiance  for 
any  reason  of  one’s  own  is  to  turn 
traitor  in  their  estimation.

The 
tests  measured  the  correlation  of 
degradation  of  a  person’s  mental 
ability  and  the  percentage  of  ethyl 
alcohol  in  the  various  body  fluids. 
Representatives  of  the  Army  were 
present  to  determine  the  loss  of 
mental  acumen  on  defense  pro¬ 
jects.  Representatives  from  the 
F.  B.  I.  were  also  present.

Dr.  John  Becker,  Teacher 
and  Pastor  Passes  Away; 
Rites  Held  Tsies.,  Nov.  11. 

Prof.  Johannes  Becker,  D.  D., 
who  at  17  came  to  this  country 
from  Germany  as  a  religious  refu¬ 
gee  and  who  devoted  his  adult 
years  to  the  service  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  church,  died  at  his  home  here 
after  a  brief  illness  Saturday 
morning.  His  funeral,  at  the 
Kaiser  chapel  and  St.  Paul’s 
church  Tuesday  afternoon,  was  an 
expression  of  the  esteem  in  which 
that  church  held  him  for  it 
brought  together  an  imposing 
group  of  religious  leaders  not  the 
least  of  whom  were  the  five  Beck¬ 
er  sons  who  are  now  Lutheran 
pastors.

1861  in  Dreihaus- 
en.  in  the  province  of  Kessia,  Ger¬ 
many,  Pastor  Becker  attended 
school  there  and  after  coming  to 
this  country  in  1877  entered  Wart¬ 
burg  Seminary  at  Mendota.  He 
graduated  from  there  in  18B1  and 
subsequently  served  as  missionaiy 
among  the  Indians  in  upper  Michi¬ 
gan,  then  in  parishes  at  Welcome, 
Minn..  Johnson  Creek,  Wis.,  Em- 
ereon,  Ill.,  and  Rock  Creek,  la. 
Nov.  15,  1882  he.  was  married  to 
Bertha  Leo  who  died  in  1898. 

While  serving  as  pastor  in 
Mitchell  he  was  married  to  Laura 
Schmidt  who  is  numbered  among 
his  survivors. 

In  1909  Pastor  Becker  was  call¬ 
ed  to  Wartburg  college  in  Waverly 
and  from  that  time  until  his  re¬ 
tirement  in  1930  he  served  os 
dean  of  the  pre-theological  de¬ 
partment.  His  subjects  during 
those  years  were  German,  Latin, 
Greek  and  religion. 

A  leading  editor  of  the  Iowa 
Synod,  he  was  for  years  editor  of 
two  German  publications:  Jugend- 
blett  and  Die  Missionsstunde.  He 
served  on  many  church  commit¬ 
tees,  notable  the  inter-synodical 
committee  and  as  secretary  of  the 
Wisconsin  and  Iowa  districts  of 
the  Lutheran  church.  He  was 
much  interested  in  mission  work, 
especially  in  New  Guinea.  He  was 
the  author  of  many  books  and 
pamphlets  including  one  on  the 
Holy  Communion  and  through 
these  contributions  aided  in  the 
growtii  of  the  church.  One  recog¬ 
nition  of  this  service  came  in  1936 
when  Wai'tburg  Seminary,  Du¬ 
buque.  conferred  ujMn  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divini^. 

After  his  retirement,  he 
Mrs.  Beckei'  continued  to  make 
their  home  here  except  for  a  few 
years  in  Colorado  with  their  son. 
the  late  Fred  Becker.  In  addition 
to  this  son  he  he  was  also  preceded 
by  another  son  and  three  daugh- 


,  Bruno,  Mrs.  Helen  Boetke, 
Adelheid  and  Dorothy. 

Surviving  are  his  widow  and 
eight  children,  all  of  whom  were 
here  for  his  funeral.  They  are
